Trene has recently boen some satisfactory 
evidence that the members of tho Police 
Force are able to acquire on acquaintance 
with the Chinese language such:as, if not of. 
a very perfect or extonsive character, is 
nevertheless likely on many occasions. to 
stand them in good stead, Recent polica 
reports show that. on two or threa ‘occasions 
Inspectors and constables have been able to 
understand what was being said, and that 
their ability to do so has assisted in the de- 
tection of crimos. Perhaps it is hardly ne- 
-.. cogsary to enlarge upon the advantages which 
would be gained, were a fair knowledge of tha 
" apoken language more general; but obvious 
as this ig, it is to be regretted that the Go- 
vornment offer but very little encouragement 
to the Police to-undertake the atudy of the 
language, which even for colloquial purposes 
must be a mattor of considerable labour- 
The arrangement at present in forco is that 
$10. month is allowed to those who desire 
to learn, for the purpose of paying their 


teachers ; but if aftor a certain time they |’ 


are not considered to have made sufficient 
progress, they are called upon to refund the 
amount. Wo must confess this is somewhat 
poor encouragement toa man who has hard 
enough work for a trying climate in the 
regular course of hia duties, to undertake a 
study which even woll educated mon find to 
be one requiring great application, and no 
small ability. Surely it is a fair enough 
- compact. between tthe Government and-the 
Police that if, with a view ‘to acquiring the 
lauguago for ,the bonefit of the public, the 
one contributes his labour, and the other the 
cost. of the teacher, the matter shall there 
end; and that a man who has taken the 
trouble, at all events to make an effort to 
learn the language,even though the effort have 
proved unsuccessful, should not be called upon 
to pay for a teachor in addition to giving the 
Government the advantage of this extra 
amount of work. Under such a system the 
Police have positively everything to.loxe, and’ 
nothing to gain by studying Chinese. If 
their attempts aro unsuccessful, thay have to 
pay the cost of the teacher; if they are suc: 
cessful, they may possibly be promoted or 
gain some compousation, but as mattera at 
present stand, the chances inthis direction are 
certainly vory small, and ‘are too indefinite 
to offer any great attraction. 

This system ought assuredly td be amend- 
ed. That a good useful knowledge of the 
local dialect could ba acquired by a-large 
number of the Police thera is no reason to 
doubt. They could not be made into pro- 
found scholars ; but they could be taught to 
unoderatand what is going on around them, 
and to be able to comverse on ordinary 
matters. But in ordor to attain this' end 
sufficiont encouragement ought to be. held, 
out. Arrangementa for teaching those wil- 
ling to learn ought to be provided gratis, and 
those who attain a definite amount of profi- 
ciency should receive a certain promotion and 
a fixed increase to their salaries. It might 
bave been thought that so obviowsa matter 
aa this would not have’ escaped attention; 
but. hitherto nothing has been done really to 
eacourage the general members of the Force 
to acquire’ a knowledge of Chinese’; and wo 
cannot help. thinking that if such a, plan as 
that just proposed wera adopted, a very 
marked and important improvement, would 
soon bécome manifest,’ The arrival of the 
policemen from home, now abortly expected, 
would form a very good period for inaugu- 
rating the change, ane
